Three of the 10 siren locations are on 
county rights-of-way, Loomis. -said. 
County Road .Commission Engineer- 
Director Fred Welch said the utility was 
granted routine permits to install the 
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sirens on the rights-of-way. 

Loomis said the only indication 
Consumers had there might be some 
opposition to the plan was that County 
Commissioner - John Haggard . asked 
several questions concerning the feasi- 
bility of the system during a Nov.'9

The sirens would form a five-mile 
circle around the plant and be used to 
sound a warning if anything went wrong 
there.

levoix County Apportionment Commis- 
sion Tuesday, Nov. 24, arrived at a plan 
to cut the county board of commis- 
Pel to six members from its present 
15. 

None of the five members of the 

board seemed particularly pleased that 
- they had trimmed the board to such a 
low number—in fact, even after they 
had the plan for six worked out they 
attempted for several hours to come up 
with an alternative. 
- The panel was seated after final U.S. 
Census figures for 1980 were issued on 
Nov. 2, It was the board’s job to evenly 
' divide the county’s population into from 
5 top 15 districts. 

Complicating their job, though, was 
the way the census figures were 
presented to them. Census Bureau 
‘enumeration districts’ for the county 
—the areas the bureau itself cut the 
county into—ranged in population from 

‘ 81 persons to 1,355. There were 39 
enumeration districts. 

The commission was made of up of 

_ county Clerk Jane Brannon, Treasurer 
Anah Potter, Prosecutor Scott Beatty, 
Democratic Party chairman Fritz Allard 
and Republican’ Party chairman Don 
Hufford. 

They had been tinder heavy pressure 
from county commissioners, township 
boards and others to carve the county 
into any number of pieces.

rulings in 1972 involving a number of 
counties which had to start over again 
because they did not follow that 
requirement. 

Court culings that Beatty presented 
showed that the largest district could 
have no more than 10 percent more 
people in it than did the smallest. The 
plan arrived at by the commission 
contained a variance of 8.1 percent. No 
other plan they derived broke the 10 
percent barrier, although some came 
close. 

If the commission did not approve a 
plan that met the 10 percent require- 
ment and was not the closest to one 
man, one vote that could be arrived at, 
“St. will not pass muster in the courts 
and it most certainly will get to the 
courts,’’ Beatty said. 

Anyone wishing to contest the com- 
mission’s plan has 30 days from the day 
it was filed with the county clerk’s 
Office, Nov, 25, to file a protest. 

When Beatty explained the plan to 
county commissioners the night after it 
was approved, many of them expressed 
dissatisfaction with the redistricting, 
and commissioner Oscar Ward called it 
the ‘“‘Tuesday Night Massacre.’’ (See 
telated story.) 

The apportionment commission had 
met twice before the night they approv- 
ed the plan and members had indivi- 
dually worked for hours attempting to 
come up with other plans that worked. 
During their Nov. 24 meeting, they 
repeatedly spoke of wishing that some ¢- 
other alignment would work.

Prosecutor faces his toughest jury

County Prosecutor Scott Beatty may 
have faced his toughest jury last

The 
admission fee was raised to $1 this year, 
after being S50 cents for 22 years. 


There has been talk for years about 
moving the fairgrounds to the Conway 
area, Sterzik said, but the Emmet board 
has taken no action and the economic 
climate would probably prelude any 
such consideration for awhile.

about the feasibility of building the 
island and channels. : 

Dressel says he would like to. im- 
prove the property so wildfowl and 
fish will return to the area. Before the 
M-32 highway bridge was built in the 
late 1950s, he said, the area was a 
breeding area for ducks and a 
spawning area for pike. 

More than 25,000 yards of sand that 
was not removed when bridge con- 
struction was finished washed into 
the river, Dressel said, and spoiled the 
habitat. 

At one time the East Jordan 
Sportsmen’s Club, which Dressel was 
president of, counted 2,000 ducks, 60 
Canadian geese and 40 to 50 swans in 
the area, he said. : 

Now, he said, there are about 25-30 
ducks, three or four swans and no 
geese. The river, which was full of 
pike at the time, now has mostly carp 
in it, he said. 

Dressel said the sportsmen’s club 
got the city council to agree to pay 
about $20,000 of the $130,000 it would 


have cost to dredge after the sand 


washed into the river, but: public 
reaction was strong the council with- 
drew its support. 

“Now eveyting has gone to pot,” 
he said. 

While Dressel’ is working through 
the Corps of Engineers, he has’ not 
approached the city with his proposal, 
Clerk-Treasurer Fert Morris said. 

Jim Demunnik of the Detroit office 
-of the Corps said people who wish to 
file objections to the plan must do so 
by Dec. 19. _ 

Any objections that are filed will be 
forwarded to Dressel, Demunnik said, . 
so he can try to resolve the disputes. 
If.the concerns are not remedied, he 
said, Dressel must submit written 
answers to the Corps. , 

These will be considered along with 
reports from the state Department of 
Natural Resources, the En- 


vironmental Protection Agency and 
the Fish and Wildlife Commission in 
deciding whether to grant him the 
permit, Demunnik said. 

The whole process could take until 
late January, Demunnik said.

State chipping away at core of tourism industry 


(Editor’s note: The following article 
was written for the Natura! Resources 
Register by Mike Davis, director of 
Youth Activities for Charlevoix County 
and a member of the State Recreation 
Advisory Committee. Davis is a Boyne 
City resident.) 


BY MIKE DAVIS 

In one of several ‘‘last ditch” efforts 
to save the state’s economy from further 
despair, Michigan is taking a closer look 
at the tourism industry as its fiscal 
savior, while at the same time chipping 
away at its very core—-public recrea- 
tion. 

While the governor’s tourism 
package hopes to increase tourism by 20 
percent, there are plans to place one of 
the state’s most important recreation 
agencies, the Department of Natural 
Resources’ Recreation Services Divi- 
sion, on the endangered species list. 
The action of anticipating tourism 
increases while eliminating recreation 
assistance can best be described as 
fashioning the glass slipper without 
Cinderella. 

The obvious need during these times 
is not to dismantle but to strengthen, 
bring together and realign the scattered 
functions in state government and to 
unify and bolster a state recreation 
department capable of addressing 
Michigan’s needs. 

Public recreation serves many pur- 
poses...it stimulates the mental and 
physical health and well-being of the 
individual, ...provides  non-vocational 
education, and-adds-substance to-one of 
the state’s major industries by encoura- 
ging tourism. 

Since its inception, the Recreation 
Services Division has assisted com- 
munities statewide in developing their 
local resources, thus providing for a 
better community in which to live and 
vacation. 

. Rural communities in northern Mich- 
igan have greatly benefited from the 
services of RSD both in technical 
assistance and financial assistance pro- 
vided by the Land and Water Conser- 
vation Fund. It is ironic that these same 
areas also serve as the heart of the 
tourist industry.

Charlevoix County alone has received 
over $1 million in outer continental shelf 
revenues through the Land and Water 
Conservation Fund, for projects such as 
community park development.and state 
park acquisition and development. 

Overall, Michigan has received in 
excess of $87 million of this same money 
to develop its local and state public 
recreation system. As a result, these 
expenditures have encouraged local 
government to cultivate their recreation 
resources to meet the demands present- 
ly placed on the tourist/leisure in- 
dustry. ; 

But, the Recreation Services Divi- 
sion’s responsibility through the Land 
and Water Conservation Fund is only 
the ‘‘tip of the iceberg’’ when examin- 
ing its overall impact on recreation. 

The division, created in 1965 by Act 


326, has been the only vital link 
between local, government and state. 
Its duties as the central planning 
section enable it to become more 
responsive to the needs and problems of 
individual communities. 

This agency's interaction with public 
and private individuals and organiza- 
tions, cities, villages, townships, and 
counties has resulted in the initiation 
and implementation of projects and 
programs in communities which before 
had no professionally delivered leisure 
services. 

Aside from the aforementioned bene- 
fits of recreation such as physical fitness 
and mental stimulation, social services 
such as delinquency deterrence in 
juveniles, activities for handicapped 
individuals, economic gain, and com- 
munity development in the finest sense, 


can be realized. 

This is evidenced through the present 
promotion of Michigan communities, by 
which the recreational offerings are 
clearly the drawing card. 

Recreation is now a priority item in 
many counties. Charlevoix County, for 
example, has created a program to 
setve as a delinquency deterrent, using 
recreation as the vehicle. 

State and federal involvement in local 
fecreation programs is vital; for eco- 
nomic as well as technical assistance 
and planning purposes. However, with 
priorities digressing to their former 
antiquated state, it appears that recrea- 
tion shall once again serve as the fiscal 
fall guy. 

Without public recreation, our tourist 
industry could turn into a pumpkin 
overnight.
